terrible catastrophe, I am in receipt of a 
clipping of an article published it. my 
behalf in your paper. I was overpowereel 
for a moment and then brought dowq 
with tears of gratitude for this e-iprca^ 
sion of undeserved goodness to me. The 
feeling of kmging for my oid Kentucky 
home .seen .ed more intense than ever he 
fore, though I have often reasoned 
myself since leaving, that I could think 
Poster's good old melody with more feel- 
ing of pathos than any old time darky 
was ever known to sing it. 
could know he-w I feel when I say, I 
thank you. I escaped safely and without 
any great loss, but hsid 1 b 
help about to he offered me, and accepted 
it, I assure you I could not have appre- 
ciated it more than I do appreciate tin 
good intention of yourself and my othei 
friends in your desire to help me. 

My escape was a narrow one, — a chim- 
ney falling on the roof just over where I 
was sleeping, and all the bric-a brae and 
such on top my folding bed in my faee.- 
yet with the exception of the result of 
the mervous shock sustained by this trying 
ordeal, I am well. It is indeed impossible 
for one who has never endured such £ 
<iuake to conceive of the real terror ol 
being nwakene-d by one,— the cracking of 
the house,— falling of pictures, furni' 
chimneys and such, with the feeling 
ving, perhaps into the c 
world, brings about seemingly all fear 
endured.

•y well, but when 1 realized by 
ond, third and so on, that there 
more to follow, it seemed like a slow 
leath, It is claimed that we hive exper- 
ience in all 33 shocks, and 1 feel sine that 
tke number is not overdraw 11. The news- 
papers have not overpainted the terrible- 
-that is impossible, 
told. Three-fouiths 
1 total ruin, msuy 
huildings being destroyed by the uuaki 
some buildings sinking one story, though 
the fire laid waste the gVeater part of 
what is now in ruiu. The shock i-. Oak- 
land and vicinity was not so severe as ii 
the Bay Citv, yet there was not a singli 
chimney left standing, 
l>eing totally dnoMMte. 
damaged . 

I wish I had time- to 
the calamity, but re joii-e in the h'<])e of 
being able to see you all this 
and of having the privilege of thanking 
you in person for this act of kindness.

Influence of Newspapers and 
Government. Bj Tnem. 

Th« Wall Street Journal publish 
esan editoral entitled "Govern, 
ment By Newspapers,'' to which 
we en»lt« the attentkn of all mem 
brrs of the legal profession and of 
the newspaper profession, 

The relation of the newspaper to 
the community in which it is pub- 
lished, the obligation the newspa- 
per owes that community, and the 
obligation the community owes the 
newspaper, are of the very greatest 
importance and worthy the most 
careful c< nsideration. The Wall 
Street Journal says: 

It was Edmund Burke who first 
used the term, "the fourth estate." 
in speaking of the press. At the 
time Burke used the phrase the 
power of the newspaper was just 
beginning to be tell. The time 
has now arrived when it maybe 
said that it has become the ruling 
power. A leading lawyer said 
'We lawyers used to he the g, 
erning daso in this country, 
admit that we made many mistakes 
But now yon newspaper men have 
usurped our place and it remains 
seen wheiher \ou will do any 
better than wo lawyers did." 

Th* re are several causes for the 
declining power of the legal pro- 
fession. One ol these is the far/t 
that oratory is growing out .if fav 
The people get their inloi roa 
men and their inspiration liom 
the printed pagemul not from the 
platinrm. It is no longer necessa. 
ry for a great lawyer to be a great 
pubiiu speaker not is it neoesaary 
tor success in.polities that a man 
should be a brilliant, witty and 
ready stum,, speaker. 

Thomas ,1 ller«on expressed in 
very etiong terms his disKust of 
lawyets in pohlic life. He thought 
there were too many of them in 
Congress. Nevertheless the law 
yei should be by training the best 
fitted man for public service. 
The legislator la a maker of laws. 
The duty of the ex.cutive is to en- 
force the Irwe. It is the business 
of the lawyer to study and expound 
the laws. Hut it would appear 
that in recent years lawyers have 
largely given up the proressii 
aw anil are not de\oting themsel* 
'es to the business of law. They 
are more and more merely tusi 
ness agents, the hired servants ol 
financial interests rather than inde 
pendent members of u profession 
Meanwhile the newspaper and 
the magazine have become more
